Scope of Examination: 


The financial transactions recorded in the books,- accounts and records of 
the Town of Plainfield for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1976 were examined in 
-compliance with the requirements for the Tax Commissioner, as outlined in the 
pamphlet entitled "Duties and Powers of Independent Public Accountants." 


Cash balances in commercial banks were reconciled with bank statements and 
balances confirmed in writing with the depositories. All passbooks for savings 
bank accounts were inspected and balances verified at their source wherever 
applicable. Cash on hand was verified by actual count. 


Over ten percent of quantity and over twenty-five percent of dollars disbursed 
on the cancelled combination orders, checks, and Treasurer's checks were examined, 
and checked against the appropriation expenditure records. Over ten percent 
quantity and over twenty-five percent of dollars disbursed on the expenditure 
vouchers and payrolls were checked as to correctness of extension and amounts, 
charges to proper accounts and appropriations, as to fiscal period and proper 
authorization. 


Cancelled notes, bonds and coupons were examined and reconciled. Tax con- 
firmations as of June 30, 1976 were mailed. 


Condition of Records and General Conduct of Officers: 


In general the financial records of the Town of Plainfield, consisting of 
ledgers and books of original entry, constituting a complete double entry system 
reflected the financial recordings in fairly good order.
